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Amendments to the Drawings 

Replacement Sheets for Figures 1 and 2A-2C have been submitted with this paper. 
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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6 and 8-20 are pending. Claims 1, 8, 9, and 12 have been amended, claim 7 has 
been canceled, and new claims 13-20 have been added to recite additional features of the 
embodiments disclosed in the specification. In addition, Replacement Sheets have been 
submitted to include a legend in Figures 1 and 2A-2C in order to overcome the drawing 
objections. 

Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested for the following reasons. 

In the Office Action, claims 1-12 were rejected under 35 USC § 112, second paragraph, 
on grounds that at least two signals or packets are required in order for the multiplexing step to 
be performed. Claim 1 has been amended to recite that "when different kinds of traffic are 
received, multiplexing the different kinds of traffic and transmitting the multiplexed traffic 
according to the allocated priority." 

Since the phrase "different kinds of traffic" includes at least two signals or packets, it is 
submitted that the amendments to claim 1 clarify the meaning of the multiplexing step in a 
manner which satisfies the definiteness requirements of § 1 12, second paragraph. Withdrawal of 
this rejection is respectfully requested. To lend further meaning to claim 1, claim 13 has been 
added to recite that the different kinds of traffic and the multiplexed traffic include one or more 
of signaling packets, voice packets, or data packets. 
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Applicants submit that the foregoing amendments and remarks are sufficient to 
overcome the § 112, second paragraph, rejection. 

Claims 1-6 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) for being anticipated by the Davis 
patent. Claim 1 has been amended to recite the features of allowable claim 7. In view of this 
amendment, it is respectfully submitted that claim 1 and its dependent claims are allowable. 
Withdrawal of the § 102 rejection is therefore respectfully requested. 

New claims 14-20 have been added to the application. 

Claim 14 recites a method of processing traffic in a mobile communication system, 
comprising classifying different kinds of traffic, allocating a priority to each kind of classified 
traffic, and when different kinds of traffic are received, multiplexing the different kinds of 
traffic and transmitting the multiplexed traffic according to the allocated priority. In addition to 
these features, claim 14 has been amended to recite: "( a ) determining whether a first kind of 
received traffic has a first rate; (b) determining that a second kind of received traffic has a second 
rate based on (a); and (c) storing the first and second kinds of received traffic in different 
transmission blocks based on (a) and (b)." (See, for example, Paragraphs [46] - [48] of the 
specification for support). 

Steps (a) - (c) are not taught or suggested by the cited references, whether taken alone or 
in combination. Accordingly, it is submitted that claim 14 is allowable. 
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Dependent claim 15 recites that "a sum of the first and second predetermined rates at 
least substantially equals a full vocoder rate." (See, for example, Paragraphs [46] - [48] of the 
specification for support). These features are not taught or suggested by the cited references, 
whether taken alone or in combination. 

Claim 17 recites the additional step of "changing priorities of the different kinds of traffic 
based on a condition of the mobile communication system." (See, for example, Paragraph [32] 
of the specification for support). These features are not taught or suggested by the cited 
references, whether taken alone or in combination. 

Claim 18 recites a multiplexing step which includes: "(a) determining whether a first kind 
of received traffic having a first priority has a first rate, (b) if the first kind of traffic does not 
have the first rate, then determining whether a second kind of traffic having a second priority 
has been received; (c) if the second kind of traffic having the second priority has been received, 
then determining a rate of the second kind of traffic having the second priority; and (d) storing 
the first and second kinds of traffic in different transmission blocks based on (a) - (c)." 

Steps (a) - (d) are not taught or suggested by the cited references, whether taken alone or 
in combination. Accordingly, it is submitted that claim 18 and its dependent claims are allowable. 
Claim 20 is separately patentable for reasons similar to those provided for claim 17. 
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In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. Favorable consideration and prompt allowance are 
earnestly solicited.
